INDUSTRIAL CONTROLS 


¢riticising the controls over 
industry, Mr. Lyttelton said that 
at every turn the impulsy ww 
preas forward wan checked by & 
mass of regulations, The Inepti- 
tude, tneficiency and slowness of 
the Government's present policy 
wos making Itself felt oyery- 
where. It was axreed that the 
shortago of labour was the prin- 
cipal impediment yet the rate of 
demobilisation of the = armed 
forces was less than half of the 
comparable rate tn tho United 
States, 

The Government’s contribution 
to housing had so far been “all 
words” and no houses. 

Mr. Clement Davis, leader of 
tho Liberal Party in the House 
of Communs, sald that Mr, Lyttel- 
ton’s speech turned oul to be an 
Indictinent not of the Govern- 
ment but of Mr. Lyttelton and 
the previous Governments for 
their failure to prepare for an 
outbreak of pence. 

The motion, he said, was wrong 
In its ossumption, bad in its 
timing and wrong In its conclu. 
sion. Ho was nelther exhilaroted 
nor frightened by the word “na- 
tionalisation,” It was a matter 
of applying the best mothod of 
solving a particular problem. 


MR. CHURCHILL CRITICISED 


Sir Stafford Cripps, President 
of the Board of Trado, replying 
for the Government, sald that 
the censure was in fact not upon 
the Government but upon the 
- olectornte—which hat clected the 
Governmont. 

Ho descytbed Mr. Winston 
Churchill’s recent speech to the 
Conservative Party os “irrespon- 
alble mischiof-making.” 

“I have seldom if over read 
the outpouringy of a disappointed 
politician which 80 misropresent- 
od the facts of tho sltuation,” he 


sald. 

Sir Stafford Cripps sald that 
nationalisation was not the ond In 
itself but the means for more 
economic use of national serviecs. 
Tho Govornment, he said, did not 
intend to direct Inbour as a pecr- 
manent measure. Of course in 
the transition period, it might be 
necessary to continue certain con- 
trols for o certain timo but, ulti- 
mately the coamtry must rely on 
the power of industry to attract 
labour.

conditions created by many yeara 
of neglect.” He said the  cri- 
ticism reflected on previous ad- 
ministrationa, not on the present 
ono. 


INEXCUSABLE 


Cxippa assailed what he called 
irresponsible advocacy of 4 
policy of plenty at home, when In 
fact thero js a world-wido short- 
age of every kind of commodity” 
and declared ft was inoxcussble 
“from tesponsible persons who 
ought to know the situation only 
too well to-day.” 

Defending the plan which Win- 
ston Churchill recently called 
“strongth through misery.” Cripps 
told the House that during the 
transitional period whon industry 
was trying to come back to full 
production, Britain must do its 
utmost to yesumo her oxport 
trade “even though this may mean 
keeping our home markets to 
some oxtont depleted.”—Associat- 
ed Presa.

Early Macao | Days 
Described . 


AN INTERESTING TALK ‘ON 
’ GIVEN BY LIEUT. J. M. 


MACAO EARLY DAYS WAS 
M. ALVES, H.K.V.D.C. AT 


THE CATHOLIC CENTRE ON WEDNESDAY EVENING. 


Liout, Alves said in part:— 

At the beginning of tho 16th 
century, Portugueso navigators 
turned tneir attention to the rich 
kingdom of Cathay and so far as 
is known the first to visit Chinn 
arrived in the Delta of the Pearl 
River jn 1614, when ono Jorge Al- 
vares erected a stone commemorn- 
tive pillar on Lin Tin Island north 
enst of Macno. Two years later 
the Portuguese visited Canton but 
owing to a misunderstanding aris- 
Ine fro: mutual mistrust the 
City of Aoms did not prove to be 
n good business venture. 


Undaunted they camo overy 
summer and set up fairs in dif- 
ferent Inlands in the Delta. These 
fairs were accommodated !n mat- 
sheds of a temporary nature and 
lanted from two weeks to two 
months depending on the warmth 
of the reception accorded them. 
Incidentally in 1664 the foir was 
held on St. John’s Island where St. 
Francis Xaver had died two years 
earlior. 

In tho year 1667, the Portuguese 
helped to clear up a private strag- 
gle on the Peninsula in the Delta 
of the Pearl River. In recogni- 
tion the Ming Emperor gave per- 
mission for the Portuguese to 
sottle there and to hold their an- 
nual fairs there. This was Macao 
and the name Macao is 4 transla- 
tlop of the orlginal Chinese name 
A-Ma-Ao. 


BEYOND WILDEST DREAMS 


The carly settlers grew prom 
perous beyond their wildest 
dreams and governed themselves 
os best they could without help 
or hindrance ctther from tho 
Viceroy at Gon in India or the 
King in Portugal, By 1686, 
Macau had arrived at such a 
stato of prosperity that she wos 
tnised to the statue of a city, 
ranking os the third city of the 
Kingdom and given the namo 
“City of the Holy Namo of God” 
in China. 

At the samo time an attempt 
wos made to initiata on organis- 
ed form of Government so that 
fhe Mother Country could more 
effectively tap the wealth of the 
new possession. The result was 
a curious form of Municipal 
xovernment of a Senate of five 
comprising threo Aldermen, slect- 
ed. by the peoplé and two legal 
advisers appointed by the Crown. 

here was no Governor but the 

ptaincy of the City devolved 
on the Captain of the annual 
Japanese voyare go long as the 
ship was in port. 

Tho life blood of Macao's exist- 
once was trade. Conditions wero 
nbnormal, giving rise to excessive 
Profits. Macao was the trading 
post of the Far East. She had 
several markets, first and fore- 
most, Japan. Manils, Timor, and 
ree and also Indo-China and 
-Biam: 


from 1860 onwards there was 
stendy exodus of whole familics 
from Macno to nearby Hongkong 
and other Far East ports. The 
Old Mother city, after an cxist- 
ence of three centuries, now 
found herself too poor to support 
her own sons and they had to 
venture abroad to seek their own 
living. 

In conclusion, Licut. Alves sald 
that no account of Macno would 
be compicte without mention of 
the exploits of Mesquita who with 
a handful of men routed 1,000 
Chinese at the gatea of tho City 
in 1849 when anti-Portuguese 
fecling was at its pitch. 

Mesquita, the hero of tho day 
and the Saviour of Macao, was 
raised to the rank of Colonel. 
Instead of enining for himaclf the 
gratitude of ‘the city, he found 
himnclf the object of a merciless 
and vindictive persecution by a 
large section of the community 
who were jealous of his Came. 
The persecution cventually drove 
him insanc. Onc day he ordered 
his fomily to attend Church and 
then to gather for a family 
breakfast. During the meal, he 
killed every one of them = and 
then. put an end to his own anil 
and disappointed existence. 

It is consoling that tn 1992 hia 
body was exhumed from the cri- 
minal’s cemetery and horied once 
more, this time with great pomp 
and full military honours by a 
more grateful city In St. Michacl’s 
cemetery,

OUTSTANDING DISCOVERY

meal Loaf. not unlike the admir- 
able wholemeal bread on which our 
wreat-grandfathers grew up, be- 
came available to the public as 
the alternative to the white loaf, 
A year later a minimum extrac- 
tion of 85 per cent. In all milling 
was mado compulsory and white 
bread disappeared. Thig meant an 
oxtra 10 tons of flour was got from 
every 100 tons of wheat, 600,000 
tons of shipping were released 
yearly for other purposes, and the 
public got first-rate food value 
from ono of the biggest items In 
ita diet, 

Research carried out by the 
Cereal Research Station of the 
Ministry of Food in this connec- 
tion will have far-reaching effecta 
on vractical milling procedure in 
future. One outstanding discovery 
already obtained fs that vitanin 
B, formerly thourht to be nassociat- 
ed with the germ of the wheat as 
a whole, is now known to be highly 
concentrated in part of the cerm, 
and that this particular fraction 
of the wheat can be segregated 
during milling 50 as to make sure 
most of it pasacs into Nour.—Lon- 
don Press Service.
